ACT NO. 1 OF 1926. 


AN ACT, AUTHORIZING THE TOWN OF DENNING, IN THE COUNTY 
OF ULSTER. IN THE STATE OF NEW YORK. TO BORROW 
MONEY AND ISSUE A CERTIFICATE OF INDEBTEDNESS 
THEREFOR, FOR THE PURPOSE OF PAYING FOR THE SAID 
TOWN’S PROPORTIONATE SHARE OF THE COST OF CONSTRUC-

Gentlemen: 


Your Board has on two occagions appropriated the sum of $2,500 
toward the building program of the Veterans’ Memorial. Hospital of 
Ellenville, N. Y. 


When the present Hospital was erected funds were not available for 
suitable quarters for nurses. It was also impossible to provide for the 
proper care of mothers and babies in a ward distinct from the main Hos- 
pital section. There was further necessity for going without certain im- 
portant equipment, notably an X-Ray outfit. 


During the past year a building already on the premises has been 
converted into a comfortable Nurses’ Home at an expense of approxi- — 
mately $4,000. There has also been purchased a suitable X-Ray equip- 
ment costing something over $2,000. 


The X-Ray equipment has been paid for through local contribu- 
tions and about $1,500 has been donated by friends of the Hospital 
toward the Nurses’ Home. There thus remains an indebtedness covering 
these two items of new construction and equipment of $2,500. 


While the patronage of the Hospital has grown during the past year 
there is still an operating deficit of approximately $3,000. This sum will 
be covered by local voluntary contributions. 


The Hospital is in most urgent need of a suitable addition to the 
present plant for the proper care of mothers and babies. This branch 
of the Hospital service has steadily increased and now _ seriously en- 
croaches upon the general work of the institution. It is thus imperative 
that a sum of from eight to ten thousand dollars be promptly made avail- 
able for this undertaking. 


In view of our present indebtedness growing out of necessary new 
work during the past year and also: necessary losses from operating ex- 
penses over receipts, it is impossible to raise locally sufficient funds 
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for the erection of the new ward the necessity for which has been herein 
set forth. 


You are aware of the fact that the Veterans’ Memorial Hospital 
serves a large section of the County that would otherwise be entirely 
without the comfort and help rendered by such an institution. We be- 
lieve you will agree with us that the County may quite properly assist in 
providing such a necessary institution with a plant and equipment suffi- 
’ cient for the urgent needs of the residents of the County and for the thous- 
ands of people who patronize the resorts of this region during the summer 
months. ; 


We trust you may deem it proper at this session of your Board to 
make an appropriation of $2,500 to the Veterans’ Memorial Hospital of 
Ellenville, N. Y. to be expended for construction purposes as herein out- 
lined.

To the Board of Supervisors of Ulster County: 
Gentlemen: 


_ Pursuant to Section 34 of the Election Law, the Board of Elections 
for the County of Ulster respectfully submits its report for the year 1925. 
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The first work of the year was the completing and publishing of the 
enrollment for the year 1924-1925, which showed a total enrollment of 
26,476 as follows: Republican 17,914: Democratic 8,393 and Socialist 
169. The publication thereof was compiled by election districts and the 
same was distributed to the different county committees and to those 
applying for copies. Certified copies of said enrollment were also trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of State and to the chairman of the proper com- 
mittee of each party. 


PRIMARY ELECTION. 


The official Fall Primary was held on the 15th day of September, 
1925, and this Board performed the preliminary detail work in connec- 
tion with said Primary election. Notices of such election, and list of 
polling places were duly published, petitions examined and drawings for 
position held. This Board also provided 19,320 official and 1,650 sample 
Republican ballots, and 9,170 official and 1,300 sample Democratic 
ballots. 


The result of this election as canvassed by this Board showed a total 
vote cast thereat of 3,484 among parties as follows: Republican 2,569 
and Democratic 915, and a complete report of this canvass was duly 
filed in the office of the Secretary of State. 


The whole amount necessarily expended by this office for the prepara- 
tion and conduct of this Primary Election was $2,483.30. 


REGISTRATION OF VOTERS. 


Registration for the year 1925 was held on October 9, 10, 16 and 17 
as provided by statute, and this board supplied 40,000 copies of the 
context of amendments to be submitted voters and the necessary sup- 
plies and equipment for the registration of 45,170 voters of which the 
non-personal registration was 33,060 and the personal _ registration 
L271 


ABSENTEE VOTERS. 


There was received 470 applications for Absentee Voters Ballots. 
This large number of applications for ballots increased the work of this 
Board to quite some extent, however all applications were examined and 
passed upon by this Board and special ballots for voting were mailed to 
those whose applications were granted, and the large majority of these 
votes were returned in time to be canvassed with the other votes in their 
resne-tive election districts on Election Day. 
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GENERAL ELECTION. 

General Election was held on November 8rd, 1925 and in pursuance 
to the provisions of the Election Law this Board caused the notices of 
the General Election to be published and lists of nominations to be 
posted throughout the County. 


For the proper carrying on of the general election this office pre- 
pared and furnished 47,000 official ballots and 5,000 sample ballots for 
General Officers, also 40,000 official and 5,000 sample ballots for Amend- 
ments, besides miscellaneous supplies and equipment, and caused the 
same to be delivered to the various Town Clerks throughout the County. 


The officers of this Board were in attendance at the official canvass 
by the Board of Supervisors, and certified the result of the election to 
the Secretary of State. 


ENROLLMENT OF VOTERS. 

The work of compiling lists of the enrolled voters for 1925-1926 was 
started November 24th, and completed December 19th, and the lists are 
now in the hands of the printer and will be ready for distribution during 
the month of February. 


The completed tabulation shows a total enrollment of 25,514 of 
which there are Republican 16,765, Democratic 8,690, and Socialist 59. 


For this work this Board employed special clerks at an expense of 
$1,390. As the work of printing the enrollment is not as yet completed, 
the cost can only be estimated at approximately the same as last year, 


$2,004. 


VOTING MACHINES. 

Five Towns comprising twenty-one election districts in our County 
are now using voting machines for general election purposes. These 
machines in so far as your Board has been able to ascertain have been 
giving entire satisfaction, as well as having met with general approval. 
| While no material saving is apparent through the partial use of 


these machines, it is quite evident that a considerable saving in the 
expense of this office could be shown were voting machines to be generally 
used throughout the County.

ANNUAL REPORT OF COUNTY HIGHWAY OFFICIALS. 


December 27, 1926. 


To the Honorable, The Board of Supervisors of Ulster County: 


Gentlemen: 


The work of constructing the several County Roads in this County 
pursuant to your resolution has been carried on under the direction of 
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your Highway Officials, who have, from time to time, inspected, supervised 
and directed the operations then being carried out by the gentlemen in im- 
mediate charge of the work; such construction work in general, was under 
the immediate supervision of eight Foreman appointed by the County 
Superintendent of Highways with the approval of the Town Boards and 
eleven were under the direction of Town Superintendent of Highways 
designated by the County Superintendent. The work undertaken and ac- 
complished by the several foreman and Town Superintendents has in 
general been satisfactory to your Highway Officials. In some case it was 
found necessary to correct the character or general line of work which 
was then being done; in others, it was necessary for your Officials to give 
such direction in the matter of construction which in their minds would 
be conducive to a more satisfactory form of highway construction. It 
has been the policy of your Highway Officials to encourage and instill in 
the minds of those who are in immediate charge of the work, a certain 
degree of pride, willingness and desire to continue a condition which is 
proof of the justification of appropriating State and County funds for the 
construction of County Roads. We believe that a far better result could 
be accomplished both as to greater efficiency and economy and a more 
uniform character of work produced if the whole system was worked 
under one unified and centralized system of accounting and construction 
using the County as a unit and not using the Town as a unit, which 
system is now in vogue. 


There has during the past season, been constructed in this County 
twenty-four and eight tenths (24.8) miles of County Roads. There having 
been appropriated to this County by the State the sum of Fifty-five 
thousand four hundred forty dollars to which sum has been added the 
sum of Seventy thousand two hundred forty-eight dollars and seventeen 
cents, as provided for by you together with the Motor Vehicle Fund in 
the sum of Ninety two thousand three hundred eleven dollars and eighty- 
three cents; also the sum of Seventy-two thousand six hundred sixty-six 
dollars and sixty-six cents appropriated by the several Towns in which 
the work was carried on, together with a balance from 1925 of Twenty- 
seven thousand dollars making a total available working fund for the year 
1926 of Three hundred seventeen thousand six hundred sixty-six dollars 
and sixty-six cents. 


With exception of the Towns of Denning and Hardenbergh the pave- 
ments constructed this season consisted of Bituminous macadam using 
Standard Binder “B” Asphalt of which a total of Four hundred fifty-eight 
thousand seven hundred ninety one gallons were ordered, as requested by 
the several jobs. 
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All funds appropriated by the County and State to be paid out by the 
County Treasurer have been disbursed by the County Treasurer upon 
orders issued by the County Superintendent of Highways countersigned 
by the Chairman of the Board of Supervisors in accordance with law and 
resolutions adopted by your Board. 


In the Town of Denning the work was carried on under the direction 
of John Coddington, Town Superintendent of Highways, which consisted 
of Water Bound Macadam, such form of construction in this particular 
Town being satisfactory to meet the local requirements. 


In the Town of Esopus the work was performed under the direction 
of Mr. Warren K. Van Vliet, Town Superintendent of Highways and con- 
sisted of an extension of County Road No. 4 running through Union 
Center. 


In the Town of Gardiner Road No. 6-a being an extension of the 
work started last year and running southerly from the Village of Gardiner 
was completed under the direction of Mr. Cornelius Donahue, Town 
Superintendent of Highways. . 


In the Town of Hardenbergh extension of work accomplished last 
year was carried on under the direction of Mr. George E. Stewart, Town 
Superintendent of Highways. 


In the Town of Hurley Road No. 9 known as Lucas Avenue was ex- 
tended; such work calling for a large amount of rock excavation and 
grading together with the construction of the bituminous macadam pave- 
ment. This work was carried out under the direction of Mr. John A. 
Hiller, as Foreman. 


In the Town of Lioyd a portion of Road No. 11 was constructed from 
a point near the Village of Clintondale and running toward the Clinton- 
dale Station, such work having been under the direction of Mr. James 
Donovan, Town Superintendent of Highways. 


In the Town of Marbletown Road No. 13 known as the Atwood Road 
was completed from Atwood to the Town of Olive line; this work called 
for a considerable amount of rock excavation and new alignment of road 
together with the construction of a bituminous macadam pavement which 
was done under the direction of Mr. Arthur Hasbrouck, as Foreman. 


In the Town of Marlborough extension of work began last year was 
carried out under the direction of Mr. Calvin E. Staples, Town Superin- 
tendent of Highways. 
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In the Town of New Paltz additional stretches were constructed on 
Road No. 18-a know as the Spring Glen road and was under the immediate 
direction of V. T. Pine, Town Superintendent of Highways. 


In the Town of Olive extension of Road from Davis’ Corners toward 
Atwood being the completion of Road started during another season; the. 
work was under the direction of Mr. Clarence Donahue, as Foreman. 


In the Town of Plattekill an additional mileage was constructed on 
Road No. 25 under the direction of Mr. Rulieof Ward, Town Superinten- 
dent of Highways. 


In the Town of Rochester Road No. 26 was extended under the 
direction of Mr. John Vandermark. 


In the Town of Rosendale Road No. 30-b was started, running from 
the Cottekill Station towards Binnewater. This work was under the 
direction of Mr. Otis Krom, as Foreman. 


In the Town of Saugerties Road No. 34 running from Mt. Marion 
toward Highwoods was extended under the direction of Mr. Sauley Felten,. 
as Foreman. 


In the Town of Shandaken Road No. 87 running from Big Indian 
toward Oliverea was extended under the direction of Mr. Warren Holden, 
as Foreman. 


In the Town of Shawangunk Road No. 40 was extended under the 
direction of Mr. David C. Stewart, Town Superintendent of Highways. 


In the Town of Ulster Road No. 43 running toward Ruby was under- 
taken and completed for a distance of ninety-five hundredths of a mile; 
being under the direction of Mr. John Halwick, Town Superintendent of 
Highways. 


In the Town of Wawarsing Road No. 44 known as the Greenfield 
Road was extended under the direction of Mr. Ernest Sarr, as Foreman. 


In the Town of Woodstock Road No. 46 running from Bearsville 
toward Mt. Tremper was extended under the direction of Mr. Stewart 
Jones, Town Superintendent of Highways with Mr. Lewis Snyder, as 
Foreman. 


The mileage constructed and the amount available in the several 
Towns are indicated in a table accompanying this report, showing the 
Towns, mileage constructed, amount appropriated by the’ Town, amount 
appropriated by the County, the amount appropriated by the State and 
the amount received from the Motor Vehicle Funds together with such 
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balances from the County Treasurer left over from the year 1925. From 
this table it would appear that during the past year there was con- 
structed in this County a total of twenty-four and eight-tenths miles with 
an available fund of Three hundred seventeen thousand six hundred 
sixty-six dollars and sixty-six cents which would indicate an average 
expenditure of about thirteen thousand dollars per mile. This average 
sum per mile was in some cases increased and in others decreased depend- 
ing upon the preparation of the road bed prior to the placing of the 
bituminous pavement and to certain other details entering into the con- 
struction of the road. With the exception of the Town of Rosendale all 
stone used in the construction of the bituminous pavements was prepared 
for use on the roads by the Town forces and machinery, but in the case of 
Rosendale, the material was purchased from a local commercial quarry. 
We believe that the Town of Rosendale should equip itself with the nec- 
essary and proper machinery to overcome this slight objection. We also 
believe that all work should be done under the direction of a competent 
foreman duly appointed. There is a certain objection in many cases of the 
Town Superintendent acting as the superintendent of an individual road 
job and we have found to our satisfaction that a more uniform character 
of work can be accomplished by the orders and directions issued’ by your 
Highway Officials to the Foreman appointed than through the elected 
Town Superintendent. 


Again we desire to call your attention to the absolute importance in 
the question of maintenance and repairs of the several County Roads 
already constructed in this County. In many cases they are _ being 
neglected and allowed to fall into a state of ill repair and unless some- 
thing definite is done toward maintaining and repairing these roads under 
the direct supervision of your Committee a great deal of the benefits 
derived from the money expended are going to be lost. 

In all cases we have found the several Foreman and Town Super- 
intendents ready and willing to co-operate with us and we acknowledge 
our full appreciation for this co-operation.

We recommend that the salary of the County Superintendent of High- 
ways be fixed at the sum of $3,500.00 as above stated, and that such salary 
be in lieu of all compensation for services rendered and personal and travel- 
ing expenses, which may be incurred by him in the performance of his 
duties, including services and expenses, as aforesaid, in relation to County 
roads, constructed under the provisions of Section 320 and 320-a and 
320-b of the Highway Law. 


Where the clerks in the County Clerk’s office are divided into grades, 
oe Arr RR" CO”, DD” and “EE”, Grade. “A” shall be composed of such 
clerks as have had not less than five years experience in the position 
which he or she occupies; Grade ‘‘B” shall be composed of such clerks 
as have had, not less than four years experience, nor more than five years 
experience in the position which he or she occupies; Grade ‘‘C’”’ shall be 
composed of all clerks in such office as have had, not less than three years 
experience, nor more than four years experience in the position which he 
or she occupies; Grade ‘‘D’’ shall be composed of all clerks in such office 
as have had not less than two years experience, nor more than three years 
experience in the position which he or she occupies; and Grade ‘‘H”’ shall 
be composed of clerks having less than one year’s experience in the posi- 
tion which he or she occupies. 


On or before January 1, 1927, the County Clerk shall certify to 
the County Treasurer the number of clerks in each of the several grades 
hereinbefore mentioned, and the County Treasurer shall continue to pay 
such clerks in accordance with such certificate until the County Clerk 
certifies that any particular clerk shall have become entitled to be classi- 
fied in a different grade, by reason of period of service, and upon the 
filing of such a certificate, the County Treasurer shall thereafter pay in 
accordance with the salary prescribed for such grade. 
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The word “recording clerks’? as used with relation to the County 
Clerk’s office shall not limit the scope of the employment of the clerks 
to the recording of instruments and it shall be the duty of such clerks 
to perform any duty in relation to the office which may be designated by 
the County Clerk irrespective of the title given them in this report, 


The salary of the County Judge and the Judge of the Children’s 
Court has been fixed at $6,200.00, of this amount $5,000 is the salary of 
the County Judge as fixed by law, and $1,200.00 is fixed as his salary 
as Judge of the Children’s Court. 


For a number of years Margaret Riseley, was the stenographer for 
the County Court and was paid a per diem fee out of the court and jury 
fund, under the certificate of the County Judge. Miss Riseley has 
resigned and a new stenographer will now have to be appointed in her 
place and stead; and we think that the previous arrangement for the 
payment of the services of a stenographer to the County ,Court are very 
unsatisfactory and are advised by both the County Attorney and the 
County Judge, that the legality of such payment is questionable. We 
have, therefore, recommended, and do hereby recommend, the establish- 
ment of the position of stenographer to the County Court at a definite 
fixed salary as above mentioned. 


During Miss Riseley’s incumbency, we are advised by the County 
Judge, that owing to her great interest in Children’s Court work, she 
acted not only as County Court Stenographer but as Clerk of the 
Children’s Court as well, without any definite fixed salary or compensa- 
tion, except as the same could be adjusted from time to time through 
her compensation as stenographer of the County Court. It will, there- 
fore, be necessary to have someone to act as Clerk of the Children’s 
Court, which, while an exacting position, does not require the services 
of an expert stenographer, but will require that the incumbent of the 
office spend practically all of his or her time in performance of the 
duties of the office. Owing to the work of the Children’s Court and the 
intimate relations of families which are oftentimes given publicity to 
in that Court, the County Judge and this Committee, both feel that 
the position is a highly confidextial one and should be put in the 
exempted class under the Civil Service Law. We, therefore, recom- 
mend that the position of Clerk of the Children’s Court be established 
at a definite fixed salary as hereinbefore set forth, and we further recom- 
mend that the Civil Service Commission be requested to exempt that 
position from examination.

We, therefore, recommend that there be appropriated and that there 
be assessed and levied upon the taxable property of the County of 
Ulster, the following amount, to-wit: $61,179.92 which amount to- 
gether with the amounts heretofore transferred by this Board to the 
salary account of the several county offices and employees will be suffic- 
ient to meet the salaries required to be paid during the ensuing year. 


We further recommend that there be appropriated and assessed and 
levied upon the taxable property of the County of Ulster in addition to 
the amount above stated the sum of $1,650.00 to pay the salaries of the 
Deputy Clerk and assistant clerks of this Board as authorized by a reso- 
lution adopted January 5th, 1926. 


We further recommend that in addition to the amount above stated, 
there be appropriated and assessed and levied upon the taxable property 
of the County of Ulster, outside of the City of Kingston, the sum of 
$3,400.00, to pay the salaries of the County Superintendent of the Poor 
and the County Sealer of Weights and Measures.

5. Amounts to become due under contracts executed in behalf of 
this County. 


6. The amount required by law to be paid by this County for the 
State Highway Sinking Fund, for the retirement of State bonds issued for 
construction of County Highways of this County and for the interest on 
the bonds so issued. 
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7. County indebtedness maturing and interest payable as shown by 
the reports of the County Clerk and County Treasurer. 


8. Appropriations by this Board for other specific purposes and 
estimated amounts not included above and required by unforseen con- 
tingencies.

Under the First Constitution the Middle District was Dutchess, Orange 
and Ulster—entitled to six Senators. Act of Feb. 7, 1791; Same counties 
and same representation. Act of March 4, 1796: Columbia, Dutchess, 
Orange and Ulster; Delaware from March 10, 1797; Chenango from March 
15, 1798; Greene from March 25, 1800; Sullivan from March 27, 1809; 
entitled to twelve Senators until 1808, and seven from 1808 to 1815. Act 
of April 17, 1815: Albany, Chenango, Columbia, Delaware, Greene, Orange, 
Otsego, Schoharie, Sullivan and Ulster, entitled to nine Senators. 


Under the Second Constitution the Second District was Dutchess, 
Putnam, Rockland, Orange, Sullivan, Ulster and Westchester, until April 18, 
1826, when Delaware was annexed, and May 23, 1836, when Queens and 
Suffolk were added and Delaware transferred, entitled to four Senators.

NEW PALTZ. 


Settled in the year 1677. Twelve persons purchased of the Esopus 
Indians a tract of land twelve miles square, for which they obtained a 
patent during the administration of Governor Andros. These persons were 
the Twelve Patentees, and they and their successors in office, duly elected by 
their descendants exercised the functions of officials in all public matters 
until about the year 1751. These officials were sometimes called ‘The 
Dazine,” or ‘““‘Twelve Men,”’ and were annually elected for a long period after 
the first regular election of town officers. The original patentees were 
Lewis DuBois, Christian Deyo, Abraham Hasbroucq, Andries Lefever, Jean 
Brocq, Pierie Deyo, Lawrence Beverie, Anthony Crespel, Abraham DuBois. 
Hugo Frere, Isaac DuBois and Simon Lefever. The first record of the 
election of town officers dates in the year 1751. A part of Hurley was an- 
nexed February 2, 1809.
